These summer months are the ones during which 
the death toll from accidental drownings mounts to 
alarming proportions. 


Opening of the vacation season is a good time for 
parents and children alike to brush up on ordinary 
precautions to take for safety around the water. 


One of the most important is never to swim alone. 
The reason is obvious, for with other swimmers 
around there is always some help at hand if needed. 


A second is never to dive into unfamiliar waters 
where a hidden rock or submerged log may result in 
serious injury. 

Othersare: never go in bathing too soon after eat- 
ing; don’t try to ‘‘show off’? before others by swim- 
ning too far from shore; obey the caution signs; stay 
out of the water if you are tired; don’t be reckless, 
and do not swim in areas frequented by motor boats. 

All these are simple precautions, but when un- 
heeded are the chief causes of a great number of 
fatalities in the summer. 


Pomp’s swimming beach is operated under the 
supervision of trained life guards, and with the 
aquatic program they have there for persons of all 
ages it should be a lot of fun taking part in Pomp’s 
activities with your chums and neighbors.
